howl of the prairie wolf was the only

You think of old settlers as a set of 
old fellows: b ut in those days there 
was not an old 
person in the whole 
community. 
These old people were 
then in tho flower of youth and in the 
strength of vigorous young manhood 
womanhood. 
(Jut from the homes and 
the farm- of the Fast, flowed a stream 
of its b est b lood, and the lovely Rock 
River Valley b ecame a land of youth 
and tho home of a race ofjb rave and vlg 
orous young people,

T here were no towns:
